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Storm disaster averted 


Romulus man’s wave runner dies, but he survives

Romulus water sports ad¬ 
venturer Stephen Hicks paid 
an unexpected visit to Canada 
at the height of last week’s 
storm ... after braving about 15 
hours of constant lightning 
strikes and massive waves. 

Hicks, a heavily bruised 32- 
year-old father of four, re¬ 
vealed Monday the pleasure 
planned day last Tuesday 
nearly turned to disaster as his 
$6,000 Wave Runner water 
craft sputtered when it ran low 
on oil and then came to a halt 
in Lake Erie. 

His water-sport partner and 
co-worker, Floyd Franklin, 
sensing danger ran for help, 
hoping that he could find a 


rope to tow the craft safely to 
shore at Sterling State Park. 

But when Franklin re¬ 
turned, Hicks and his craft 
were not to be seen. He contin¬ 
ued to hunt for his friend and 
then notified the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 

Unfortunately by the time 
Coast Guard was notified a se¬ 
vere line of thunderstorms was 
belting the area with rain, five 
foot waves and heavy winds. 

The storm thus delayed a 
major international effort to 
find Hicks until actually 
Wednesday morning. But just 
before the coast line hunt was 
about to begin the Coast Guard 
received word that Hicks had 
called his family and reported 
he was okay. 

Hicks said he saw some 


large freighters and police 
boats as lightning flashed dur¬ 
ing the long hours he spent 
traveling across the lake. He 
continually screamed for help 
during the night, until he lost 
his voice, Hicks revealed. 

He hung onto his craft for 
dear life during this long or¬ 
deal, sometimes having doubts 
raised in his mind as to 
whether he would ever see his 
family again. 

The life-saving effort caused 
severe blisters to develop on 
one of Hicks’ hands and the 
bashing about in the water cre¬ 
ated deep buises on this legs. 

“But the man up there 
(pointing to the sky) really 
looked out for me and I was 
able to land the craft on the 
lone ramp on the Canadian

Storm blacks out 75% 
of city homes, offices

While all of Romulus homes 
were not back with full electri¬ 
cal power Monday night, city 
officials were praising the 
teamwork between city 
workers, area residents young 
and old and Detroit Edison re¬ 
pair crews. 

Mayor William Oakley 
kicked off the appreciation ef¬ 
fort last week by issuing a let¬ 
ter to the editor outlining the 
“downed power lines that 
caused danger and disruption 
throughout the city. While the 
storm itself was terribly de¬ 
structive, in its aftermath we 
have been witness to a tremen¬ 
dous spirit of cooperation with 
neighbor helping neighbor.” 

City Council officials joined 
the thank-you procedures, ex¬ 
pressing great feelings of 
pride for efforts by the city po¬ 
lice, firefighters, Department 
of Public Works employees, 
etc. 

Blocked roadways and 
downed powerlines were the 
major problems facing Ro¬ 
mulus residents from Tuesday 
night on...in some cases power 
was out until Friday and Satur¬ 
day. 

Small pockets of homes 
were still out on Monday night. 

City Public Works Director 
David Paul praised his 
workers who labored well past 


midnight last Tuesday to elimi¬ 
nate fallen trees from road¬ 
ways as soon as possible. 

“We didn’t clean-up prob¬ 
lems over night,” he said, “but 
we made all of Romulus pass¬ 
able to traffic. 

Because of the extensive 
tree and large branch fallings, 
Paul said, it could take 30-45 
days to finish a complete 
clean-up and chipping of all 
fallen wood items. 

On Monday, Paul revealed 
the city had acquired a second 
chipper to speed up the clean¬ 
up procedures. 

David Cox, spokesperson for 
Oakley, revealed the mayor 
also rode about the town that 
stormy night reporting tree lo¬ 
cations that needed to be han¬ 
dled quickly. Oakley also 
expressed his thanks to city 
workers, who took on the 
heavy work need without a 
grumble. 

Romulus Police Lt. Eric 
Painter reported the power of 
the storm knocked out the po¬ 
lice department’s main re¬ 
gional radio hook-up at 
headquarters and for a nu¬ 
mber of hours, an emergency 
communication system had to 
be set up at the main Fire De¬ 
partment Station 4. 

As traffic lights went out, 
Romulus police had to dig into 
their spare parts and erect 
stop signs at key intersections. 

All involved praised the 


courteous actions of motorists 
at such crowded intersections 
for days. “Road rage was not 
evident thankfully during this 
major crisis,” Painter said. 

Oakley was warmed emo¬ 
tionally to see evidences of 
neighborly spirit as he trav¬ 
eled about town during the 
days after the storm. 

Seeing extension cords ex¬ 
tending from homes with 
power to those without power 
was a thrill, as well as reports 
that neighbors with available 
refrigerator-freezer were 
opening the doors to neighbors 
without electrical power. 

Cox said preserving food 
was one of the key issues ex¬ 
pressed by local residents as 
late as Thursday. Oakley made 
arrangements with a local 
business to supply about 12 
pounds of free dry ice to Ro¬ 
mulus residents begining at 
midnight Wednesday night. 
The city pledged to pick up the 
cost of the ice. 

Printed notices about the 
free ice distribution were pas¬ 
sed out to residents by local 
community police officers, Cox 
said, and many residents re¬ 
sponded during the dark hours 
of Thursday morning. 

Because of the heavy over¬ 
time costs to the taxpayers, 
Cox said, the mayor was plan¬ 
ning to ask Gov. John Engler to 
declare Romulus a state disas¬ 
ter area.

Hicks found his way to a 
nearby Canadian home shortly 
after 7 a.m., where a woman 
named Sue Cowell gave him 
his first meal in over 24 hours, 
provided him with some 
clothing and a phone to make a 
collect call to his wife, Ronda, 
back in Romulus. 

Prior to the donation of 
clothing, Hicks only had a pair 
of shorts, a University of Mich¬ 
igan cap and his water safety 
vest. 

Ronda and Hicks’s sister, 
Angie, of Detroit, were both 
devastated when they first 
heard of his disappearance. 
Hicks’ children were standing 
at their mother’s side, when 
she first received the news of 
his being missing, she said 
sadly. 

Thus neither family got 


much sleep that Tuesday night 

But when Ronda got the col¬ 
lect call from Canada the fol¬ 
lowing morning...she was 
ecstatic. “As soon as I heard it 
was a collect call from Canada, 
I knew it was from him and I 
started jumping up and down.” 
She then quickly passed on the 
joyful news to the extended 
family. 

Ronda, her father, Ron 
Marz, and mother-in-law An- 
geline Hicks jumped into a 
family vehicle and rode to lthe 
Ambassador Bridge to await 
Hicks arrival. 

When Hicks and his female 
helper arrived, they drove 
back to her home in Malden 
(Ontario) and retrieved his 
badly damaged Wave Runner. 

Hicks is deeply disap¬ 
pointed the insurance com¬ 
pany will only reimburse him 
$1,000 for his damaged $6,000 
water craft....but he is deeply 
thrilled to be alive. 

Coast Guard officials said 
Hicks ability to remain on his 
watercraft throughout the 
stormy ordeal was the key fac¬ 
tor that kept him alive.

Canton Center road fix brings County 
closier to improving poor roads 


This week Wayne County 
will begin the much-needed 
widening and reconstruction 
of Canton Center road from 
Cherry Hill to Ford. The pro¬ 
ject represents Mile 66 of the 
141 miles of poor roads Wayne 
County Executive Ed 
McNamara promised to fix be¬ 
tween 1997 and the end of next 
year. 

‘‘We’re at the mid-point of 
our three-year program and 
are half-way down our to-do 
list, which puts us right on 
schedule,” said McNamara. 
“By the end of next year every 
one of our existing poor roads 
will have been resurfaced or 
rebuilt.” 

The Canton Center project, 
which will include adding two 
traffic lanes, a center turn 
lane, curbs and under ground 
storm drains, will cost approx¬ 
imately $3 million and be com¬ 
pleted in November. This 
week crews will begin remov¬ 
ing the old concrete and exca¬ 
vating for the new lanes and 


the new drainage system. Traf¬ 
fic will be maintained one 
lane in each direction. 

“This project is one of our 
most important this year, in 
terms of its cost and its im¬ 
pact,” said McNamara. “This is 
just one of several major pro¬ 
jects we have coming up in 
Canton Township.” 

In addition to the Canton 
Center project, Wayne County 
also plans two other major 
congestion-reducing projects 
next year: Widening Haggerty 
Road from Ford to Warren and 
extending Morton Taylor road, 
from Ford to Warren. In 2000, 
the county plans to widen and 
reconstruct another mile of 
Canton Center road, also from 
Ford to Warren. 

The combined cost for all 
four of these major projects is 
approximately $10 million. 
When added to the several 
road resurfacing, gravel road 
paving and bridge projects 
Wayne County has scheduled 


over the next two years, the 
county’s investment in Canton 
roads over the next few years 
will exceed $12 million, which 
is more than any other commu¬ 
nity in Wayne County. 

The county’s expanded road 
improvement effort is possible 
thanks to a $60 million bond 
program McNamara initiated 
last year called Partnership 
‘98. The program nearly dou¬ 
bles the county’s road con- 
struction pace by 
supplementing its existing 
state and federal road funds 
with county bond money. 

Last year-an average con¬ 
struction season- the county 
fixed 35 miles of its worst 
roads. This year, a record $52 
million is paying for the repair 
of an additional 58 miles, in¬ 
cluding Canton Center. That 
leaves 48 miles to repair in 
1999 to eliminate all 141 miles 
of county road that were rated 
in poor condition at the begin¬ 
ning of last year.

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Supermajority proposal 
taps muniais primary 


It’s Primary Election time next Tuesday and now 
that City’s and townships have switched to four year 
terms, this off-presidential year seems terribly mun¬ 
dane. 

On the local level there are a few contested races. 
One is the 21st District House seat which features a 
two-way battle on the Republican side. Current 
County Commissioner Bruce Patterson is campaign¬ 
ing against Canton sales representative Patricia 
Fatyma. Our endorsement in this race goes unequiv¬ 
ocally to Patterson. As a county commissioner for 
two terms, Patterson developed a reputation of 
someone that is truthful, hardworking and very prin¬ 
cipled. As a full-time county commissioner, Patterson 
was quick to respond and always available for his 
constituents. We suspect he will be one of the better 
legislators if elected to Lansing. 

In the 9th Senate District three Republicans and 
two Democrats are vying for the seat Republicans 
have fielded three strong candidates- County Com¬ 
missioner Thaddeus McCotter, former State Repre¬ 
sentative Jim Ryan and 21st District State Represen¬ 
tative Deborah Whyman. Although we would be hap¬ 
py with any of the three, our endorsement goes to 
Whyman. She led the fight to abolish Recorder’s 
Court which gives the voters of Western Wayne the 
right to vote for all judges. Her politics are conserva¬ 
tive, and many times too extreme for our liking, but 
overall Whyman has been an effective representa¬ 
tive. 

On the Democratic slate we favor Canton Town¬ 
ship attorney Marc Susselman over Northville Town¬ 
ship former teacher Carol Poenisch. Susselman, a 
fiscal conservative plans to lead the fight for small 
business tax breaks. 

A third local race of interest pits four Democrats 
against one another as they battle for the 11th Coun¬ 
ty Commission seat The winner will take on Canton 
Township’s Melissa McLaughlin. The contestants are 
FVed Bolden, Thomas Murphy Hartnett, David Par¬ 
rott and John Sullivan. We think Assistant Prosecut¬ 
ing Attorney Hartnett and attorney David Parrott are 
the best choices. Hartnett supports an impact tax 
that would force residential and commercial devel¬ 
opers to pay for roads, sewers and other infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements. Parrett champions his experience 
as a public pension attorney overseeing hun¬ 
dreds of millions of public employee pension dollars. 

Tvo proposals have been placed on local ballots. 
Van Buren Township will vote on 
Proposal P which is essentially the 
renewal of the public safety millage 
which stands at three mills for five 
years. A “yes” vote, which we favor, 
would maintain the current levels 
of funding. The Van Buren police 
department cuirently operates on a 
budget of $3,050,000.00; while the 
fire department is budgeted at 
$635,835.00 and 911 dispatch re¬ 
ceives $310,700.00. 

In Canton Township, voters have 
an opportunity to authorize town¬ 
ship officials to levy taxes to im¬ 
prove roads. Called the Dedicated 
Road Improvement Millage, the 
proposal calls for no more than two 
mills to be levied each year for 
eight years. In year one the two 
mills would raise an estimated 
$3,600,000 for roads. Traveling Can¬ 
ton Township roads, each and 
every day, I am the first to agree 
they are overcrowded and in rough 



shape. Yet spend¬ 
ing 2 mills to fix 
them, after all the 
other tax increases 
that seem to come 
our way each and 
every year, is not 
an alternative I fa¬ 
vor Maybe County Commission candidate Thomas 
Hartnett’s proposal to have the developers cough up 
the money for road improvements is a better idea 

Proposal A on the county-wide ballot is the much 
talked about Super or Supra majority issue. The pro¬ 
posal simply asks that the Wayne County Charter be 
amended to require a two-thirds vote of Commis¬ 
sioners serving to place on any ballot any proposal 
for a tax increase, and a vote of more than 60% of the 
qualified electors of Wayne County voting thereon to 
adopt any tax increase. 

The proposal has its roots in Western Wayne 
where disgruntled legislators have opposed many 
countywide tax increases that have been initiated by 
Detroit legislators. Detroit voters out- number out- 
county voters, thus pretty much have their way when 
voting tax increases. The more fiscally conservative 
Western Wayne voters have a better opportunity to 
stop some of these proposals if 60 percent approval 
is required. Opponents claim the proposal is uncon¬ 
stitutional. The basic concept of one-person, one- 
vote would be trashed by the supermajority, so they 
say. 

Although this is a tricky issue, our position is in fa¬ 
vor of Proposal A. Make it as difficult as possible to 
raise taxes - that’s what we say. 

Finally, in the Democratic race for County Execu¬ 
tive, we suggest voters retain Ed McNamara as their 
nominee. McNamara’s list of accomplishments is 
endless. Improvements in the parks system, a down¬ 
ward spiral in crime statistics, and fiscal conser¬ 
vatism that has put the County in great financial 
shape are items McNamara can take credit for. He 
has truly been a friend of Western Wayne. His oppo¬ 
nent Sharon McPhail, has criticized problems at the 
airport jail and morgue, but her campaign has failed 
to get out of the blocks. On the Republican side we 
support Herb Scott a Canton Township resident who 
is vice-president of Major Pharmaceuticals and trea¬ 
surer for the Republicans in the 13th Congressional

I was shocked to see the 
bold print on the front page of 
my last Wayne Eagle proclaim¬ 
ing the pleasure of granting 
Ford Motor Co. a 12- year tax 
abatement 

In the past I have had a “ho 
hum” attitude about these 
things. I’m not particularly po¬ 
litical and keep most of my 
opinions to myself. 

However, after reading your 
article in the July 16 issue of 
the Wayne Eagle. I felt I had to 
tell someone how I feel about 
this decision. 

I am a life-long resident of 
Wayne. I graduated from 
Wayne High School in 1948. I 
sent 5 children to Wayne 
schools. 

This past year my husband 
and I petitioned for relief from 
our taxes on our home. We 
have lived in our present home 
for 36 years; through good 
times and bad. My husband is 
a World War II veteran and 
will be 70 years old in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Two years ago, when the 
new sewer work was done in 
the city, our street was torn up 
and then put back together 
again. A drain that was in front 
of our house was moved north 
2 houses. From then on we had 
sewer flood conditions on our 
side of the street backing up 
all the way to our driveway, be¬ 
tween our garage and our 
neighbor’s garage and behind 
the two garages into the next 
yard. 

During that noisy, dusty 
work, I made three trips to the 
hospital with heart problems. 
When I was home the noise 
and dirt kept me confined to 
my air-conditioned house. I 
was not able to sit on my be¬ 
loved front porch while I was 
recuperating We took snap¬ 
shots and videos of the flood 
conditions and some men 
came out 3 or 4 times to see the 
mess. Later the drain that had 
been in front of our house and 
moved, was put in again. 

We are not happy with the 
condition of our street. We 
never had a muddy street until 
it was tom up 2 years ago. Our 
street is unpaved. We were as¬ 
sessed quite an amount of 
money to have sidewalks re¬ 
placed. Because of my hus¬ 
band’s age and my medical 
condition, we asked for relief 
from our taxes. 

We were denied. 

Now you see why I am so 


angered over the tax abate¬ 
ment given by our city to Ford 
Motor Co. Thank you for letting 
me blow off some steam. This 
is very unlike me, but I guess if 
pot boils long enough it will 
boil pver. 

I should add we are unable 
to do anything more than un¬ 
avoidable maintenance of our 
home and property. My hus¬ 
band would have to hire any 
work done and our finances 
are not equal to that. 

Our trust and faith is in the 
Lord, not Wayne, Michigan, so 
we will be okay. Is it wrong to 
ask for help once in a while? 

Thank you again-and keep 
on speaking your mind.

Local seniors are joining 
National Night Out effort

Romulus Police, senior citi¬ 
zen and neighborhood watch 
groups will be teaming up next 
Tuesday to promote crime pre¬ 
vention efforts during the 15th 
annual National Night Effort.

Police Officer Joseph Rich¬ 
ardson revealed that the local 
group has purchased National 
Night Out items to be awarded 
to winners of various contests 
during the above listed hours. 


Some of the contests will in¬ 
clude: dancing competitions, 
basketball shoots, dart throw¬ 
ing and ring tossing contests. 

To add to the fun that night, 
a dunk tank is being set up, hay 
rides will take place, face 
paintings will be effected and 
Las Vegas moments will be 
shared. 

In addition the Romulus K-9 
Corps and Bike Police will put 
on displays and demonstra¬ 
tions. 

Another major Night Out ac¬ 
tivity will be at the Romulus 
Senior Towers, across from the 
city’s senior center.
